Missourian Drinks Strychnine on 
Porch of Hospital Where Wife 
Is Nursing Sister. 





Henry Fuchs, when asked why he had 
taken strychnine, replied thai he was 
no “snitch.” An hour later he was 
dead at the city hospital. He was 30 
years old and had come from Fenton, 
Mo. 

Fuchs took the poison on the front 
porch of Dr. H. B. Erdhaus’ «anitar- 
fum, 7222 Oakland avenue, about 11:30 
Pp. m, Thursday. His wife, Mrs. Anna 
Fuchs, from whom he had been sepa- 
rated for three weeks, was at the sani- 


€arium nursing her sister. 
Groans Attract Doctor. 

The groans of the dying man attract- 
ed Dr. Erdhaus, who, after giving him 
an antidote, escorted him a distance of 
800 yards to the entrance of West End 
Heights, which is just within the city 
limits. There a crowd of pleasure seek- 
ers, who were waiting to go home, gath- 
ered about Fuchs. He was given two 
drinks of whisky and while waiting 
for an ambulance he bit off a piece of 
tobacco and calmly chewed it. He 
talked with people in the crowd, but to 
all who sought an explanation of his 
deed he merely replied that he was no 
“snitch.”’ 

Patrolman Joseph McKenna of the 
Mounted District told Fuchs on the way 


to the hospital that he was in danger 


of dying at almost any minute and 
begged him to tell why he had sought 
his own life. 

“IT could tell you a lot of stuff,’’ he 
gaid with a smile, “but what’s the use. 
I won't snitch. Talk to my wife. She 
might tell.” 

The police believe that Fuchs intend- 
ed that his groans should attract his 
wife to the front porch of the sani- 
tarium and that he contemplated shoot- 
ing her. A loaded revolver was found 
in his pocket. 

Fuchs was a son of Mrs. Barbara H. 
Jenneman of 215 Schirmer street. The 
woman from whom he was separated 
and whom he was seeking at the time 
he killed himself was his second wife. 
He purchased the poison last Saturday,

CLARK MANAGERS 


WORKING HARD 10 
STOP DEFECTIONS 


Talk of Dark Horse Grows and 
New York Caucuses Are 
Awaited With Interest. 


By Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, June 2. 

As was expected, Speaker Champ 
Clark led_all the other candidates on 
the first ballot. He received 440% votes 
to 324 for Woodrow Wilson, his nearest 
rival. This, however, left the Speaker 
286 votes short of the necessary two- 
thirds. Gov. Judson Harmon of Ohio, 
aided by New York’s solid block of 9 
votes, was third, with 148. Represen- 
‘tative Oscar W. Underwood of Ala- 
bama: received 117% votes. William Jen- 
nings Bryan of Nebraska got one vote— 
from the Ohio delegation. Some of his 
friends had expected that he would re- 
ceive more scattering votes, but the fact 
that he did not show any strength 
whatever on the first ballot did not dis- 
courage them. They still felt that in 
the event of a deadlock—which early to- 
day seemed more than probable—Bry- 
an might be turned to again to lead 
his party in the presidential race. 

Speaker Clark’s vote was less than 
managers had been claiming for him, 
but was about what the other candi- 
fates had conceded. 


Clark Managers See Delegates. 
The Speaker’s adherents were declar- 


iug today that he would steadily gain 
as the balloting in the convention 
progressed, and at the same time were 
busy with their delegates to see that 
there were no defections. 

The Wilson people, on the other hand, 
made claims that now that various in- 
structed delegates had cast their votes 
on the first ballot In accordance with 
these instructions, they would be free 
later on to switch to a second choice. 
They hoped to gain greatly in these 
changes. 

It had been known for weeks that be- 
cause of the great number of candi- 
dates and “favorite sons” in the fight 
for the nomination that a selection on 
the first ballot was out of the ques- 
tion. 

The ballot this morning bore out these 
expectations. It was because the dele- 
gates knew the situation was complex 
that they patiently sat through the 
night. listening to many weary hours 
of oratory and then agreed to a test 
vote before recessing for sleep and con- 
ferences prior to renewing the strug- 
gle. Everyone wanted to know how 
maters stood and the roll call gave a 
definite idea of the preliminary lineup. 

The big doubtful quantity in it wae the 
vote in New York. That delegation at 
@ caucus last night decided to give its 
# votes to Gov. Harmon on the first 
ballot. There probably will be other 
caucuses in the delegation as the bal- 
lots progress and there {s a chance that 
the big block of votes muy be thrown 
at any time to Clark, Wilaon or another 
candidate.

aligament, and men who have as- 
sociated with others politically 
find that they must separate. 

Such separations ought not to af- 
fect personal relations. Men 
should recognize in each other the 
right to follow conscience and 
judgment. The more unpleasant 
separations are those that do not 
follow difference of conviction 
upon some new issue, but are due 
to a changed environment. 

There are several illustrations of it 
in this convention. Take the case of 
Beli of California, for instance.

The first break in the ransk of the 
Democratic organization occurred 
Wednesday night on the modification 
of the unit rule which has prevailed 
in Democratic conventions for many 
years.

) potential agency in breaking the unit 
rule than the sentiment in favor of 
Mr. Wilson’s candidacy. 


Marked Breaks in 


Underwood Ranks. 
HE break in the ranks of the or- 
T ganization seemed to be more 
marked in the Underwood 
States than elsewhere. This would 
indicate that possibly Wilson was the 
second choice of the Underwood dele- 
gates, and in that évent the machine 
has a very perplexing problem con- 
fronting it, when it comes to uniting 
on a candidate against him. 

There is no doubt in the mind of 
the careful observers but that’ the 
Wilson sentiment increased materially 
during the last 4&8 hours, due to the 
revolt throughout the country against 
the Clark-Tammany combination. ‘A 
number of the Wilson delegates were 
somewhat disturbed at the threat of 
the Clark people to go to Bryan un- 
less Clark could win. It was hard 
for me to understand the significance 
of this threat. It might have been for 
the purpose of creating dissension be- 
tween the Wilson and Bryan forces 
that were co-operating, or that 
Clark’s Western supporters intended 
to undertake to force the nomination 
of Mr. Bryan, after they have ful- 
filled their obligations to Mr. Clark. 

Every orator who appears 
with great vehemence that “the nom- 
inee of this convention will be the next 
President of the United States.” That 
is one of the usual claims of nearly 
every speech. But I will suggest to the 
convention orators that the people are 
not impressed by such an argument. 
Whether the nominee of this conven- 
tion will be the next President of the 
United States depends upon what that 
nominee stands for, and also upon his 
strength of character and of intellect. 
The people of the great states whose 
votes are decisive in the electoral col- 
lege are not looking so much at the can- 
didate as they are at the policies for 
which he stands. They also measure his 
inclination and ability to withstand ef- 
fectively the allurements that the sinis- 
ter influences of the nation throw 
around the occupant of the White House. 

It is interesting to observe the dif- 
ferences in the physical appearances of 
the two conventions. Of course there is 
not a black man in the Baltimore con- 
vention, while Chicago had a sprinkling 
of negro delegates. But conspicuous 
in the Chicago convention were delegates 
of Norwegian nationality, the descend- 
ants of the sturdy Norsemen. In this 
convention their places seem to be large- 
ly filled by the sons of Erin.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Both houses 
of Congress have adjourned until Mon- 
day without making an attempt to ex- 
tend the terms of the various appropria- 
tion bills into the new fiscal year, which 
begins at midnight Sunday. 

Hundreds of thousands of Govern- 
ment employes, under this situation, 
will find ‘themselves out of work, as 
well as out of money, Monday morning. 
Under penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment, Federal officials may not accept 
the gratuitous services of employes, ex- 
sept for the protection of life and prop- 
érty. @nly Cabinet officers and those 
others whose positions ere provided for 


| by specific statute can remain in serv- 


ice. 

Complete cessation of activity in the 
Postoffice Department—which means in 
the: postal service and all its branches 
—wili result Monday morning, unless 
postmasters make personal arrange- 
ments fer continuing opérations, or 
Fostmaster-General Hitchcock is able 
to find another way out of it. 

No civillan employe of the State, Navy 
or War Departments will be expected to 
report for work Monday morning, ac- 
cording to statements made today. 


Directs Leave of Absence. 
Major-General Leonard Wood, chief 


of staff of the army, issued orders to 
¢mployes of the engineers department 
throughout the country, directing them 
to take indefinite leaves of absence. 

Like the Cabinet officers, the officers 
of:the army, navy and revenue cutter 
service may remain in service, but it 
will be without pay. This will also be 
true of the officers of the marine corps.

Both Houses had ad- 
journed, however, before the prepara- 
tion of the message had been com- 
pleted. 

Better Treasury Showing. 

Postmaster-General Hitchcock will 
make a determined effort at today’s 
meeting of the Cabinet to convince 
the President that the Postal service 
should not be interfered with. He 
will argue that its maintenance 
comes within the meaning of the 
“protection of life and property” 
clause of the statute referred to, and 
that even this contention should not 
be upheld, a technical violation of 
the statute should not be allowed to 
interfere with the service. 

First Assistant Postmaster-General 
Grandfield, who is in immediate 
charge of the carrier service, said 
that the department is making ready 
to assume the risk of such a technical 
violation if the. Postmaster-General 
should lose his fight in the Cabinet.

“Until Roosevelt came into the open 
as @ candidate for the presidency five 
months ago, there was a strong and rap- 
idly growing progressive movement 
within the Republican party. It was 
based upon clearly defined principles. It 
stood forth as the representative of 
modern p&itical thought on fundamental 
democracy. It had assumed national 
proportions. It was united. 

“Into this movement, when it gave 
promise of national success Roosevelt 
projected his ambition to be President 
a third time. He spent weeks carefully 
planning a ‘spontaneous call’ for him- 
self. He responded by announcing that 
he would be a ‘receptive’. candidate. His 
candidacy began to drag. He and his 


| friends were in despair. ‘‘Then-came his 


defeat in North. Dakota. He became 
desperate, 


4 Enormous Campaign Fund. 
An enormous campaign fund was 


raised. Headquarters were opened in 
New York, Washington, Chicago and 
states East and West. Newspaper writ- 
ers were engaged at large prices to boom 
iis candidacy. Special trains were hired 
and the ‘receptive’ candidate, started in 
frantic pursuit of the nomination. In 
the history of American politics there 
never had been in a primary campaign 
for presidential nomination an approach 
to the extravagant expenditure made 
te his campaign. Notoriously identi- 
fied with the Steel Trust an@ the Har- 
vester Trust they became his most act- 
ive supporters. Leading reactionaries, 
stand-patters and political bosses of the 
Hanna and Quay sort became his clos- 
est political friends and _ representa- 
tives in many states. 

“A number of the newer recruits to 
the Republican: progressive cause, men 
who, before 1909, with three or four ex- 
ceptions, had either been indifferent or 
opposed to the progressive movement, 
became the  noisiest supporters of 
Roosevelt, the ‘winner.’ It mattered 
not to them that Roosevelt had co-op- 
erated with Aldrich on legislation dur- 
ing the entire seven years he was Pres- 
ident. They forgot that it was only 
when Roosevelt was out of office and in 
Africa, through the united efforts of 
men who for years had been fighting 
special interests that the progressive 
cause became a national movement. 

“Wanted” Just Victory. 

“That Roosevelt was for Taft in 1910, 
when Taft was denouncing all progres- 
sives as ‘pirates and traitors;’ that he 
waited until] little more than a year 
ago, balancing the chances before de- 
ciding whether to cast in his lot with 
the progressives in this presidential 
year, counted for nothing with the class 
ef progressives who wanted to ‘win’— 
not a real progressive .victory—just a 
victory. 

‘“‘And they did win precisely that kind 
of a victory. They carried overwhelm- 
ingly the great standpat states of Iill- 
nois and Pennsylvania. That stamped 
the Roosevelt candidacy with its true 
character. No real progressive could 
have secured anything like such a vote 
in either of those two states. It had, 
however, the outward seeming of suc- 
cess; the sort of success that toxi- 
cates—that catches the crowd. It en- 
abled Roosevelt to win in two or three 
really progressive states. Fortunately 
it did not enable him to secure the nom- 
ination which would have compromised 
the progressive movement and defeat- 
ed real achievement: for years. 


Progressives Divided. 
“Upon Theodore Roosevelt and his 


followers rests the responsibility of 
having divided the progressives in their 
first national contest. Stimulated by 
an overmastering desire to win, they 
denounced loyalty to conviction and 
principle as stubborn selfishness. In 
the convention they put. forward no 
platform—no issues. They made no fight 
against the reactionary platform 
adopted. They substituted vulgar per- 
sonalities and the coarse epithets of the 
prize ring for the serious cdhsideration 
of the great economic problems and for 
the time being, brought ridicule and 
contempt upon a great cause. 

“But the progressive movement does 
not consist of a few self-constituted 
leaders. It consists of millions of 
thoughtful citizens drawn together by a 
common belief in certain principles. 
They will permit no combination of spe- 
cial“interests and political expediency 
to secure control of the progressive 
cause which is ultimately to redeem De- 
mocracy and restore government to the 


people.”

The equipment of the publishing 
plants at University City was sold 
Thursday, the second day of the auc- 
tion conducted by Matt G. Reynolds, 
receiver of the E. G. Lewis properties. 
Lewis bought in much of the machinery 
and supplies for the Regents Publish- 
ing and Mercantile Co., the publishing 
company of the american Women’s 
League. He bought several presses, two 
tinotype machines and small equipment, 
paying $4500 for them. 

Lewis did not bid on a big Goss press 
which cost $100,000. It went to the Goss 
Printing Press Co. for $19,000. A St. 
Paul printing firm bought the inks, 
oils and 95,945 pounds of paper.

Conant, 91, Finishes Last Portraits 
With Hands and Eyes of Paul Harney

8880. Central 6001. 
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Alton Artist Aids Venerable For- 
mer St. Louisan Complete 
Four Great Pictures. 





With the eyes and hands of Paul Har- 
ney, a noted artist, now residing in Al-. 
ton, Alban Jasper Conant, renowned and 
venerable New York portrait painter, 
formerly of St. Louis, has completed the 
last four pictures his easel and brushes 
ever will give to the world. 

Harney has just returned to Alton 
after spending nearly four working 
months in Conant’s studio, 61 West 
Tenth street, New York City, where he 
corrected and finished two portraits of 


*Xbraham Lincoin, one of Henry Ward 


Beecher, noted minister, and one of Maj. 
Robert Anderson. commander of Fort 
Sumter when the first shot of the Civil 
War was fired there. 

Now past 91 years old, his eyesight 
failing and his hand unable any longer 
tc guide the pencil and brush, Conant 
has surrendered to time and will spend 


the rest of his days among his beloved 
books or in communion yith the few 
friends that remain from the olden days 
when he was at his prime. 
Portraits of Old Fricnds. 

Lincoln, Beecher and Anderson were 
three. of his friends, and so perfectly 
did Conant retain their likenesses in 
memory that he was able to put them 
on canvas long years after the subjects 
were dead. While he was trying to fin- 
ish the last four portraits, however, age 
dimmed his: eye and stayed his’ hand. 
He no longer was able to see the minute 
details and the subtleties of form and 
color that make or mar, and his hand 


failing eye could trace. Then he wrote 
to Harney, who was his pupil in a Sun- 
day school class at the old Second Bap- 
tist Church, Sixth and Locust streets, 
St. Louis, in the sixties, to come anc 
lend his faculties to the last work. 

“When I walked into my venerable 
friend’s studio and looked at his four 
pictures,” said Harney at his studio in 
the Illini Hotel, Alton, ‘‘the scene was 
one that touched my heart. 

Defects Are Corrected. 

‘“‘The paintings virtually were finished, 
yut in his attempts to put on the last 
few touches which cover the evidénces 
of so much laborious work beneath, 
Conant had ruined the canvases. The 
Anderson portrait was in the worst con- 
dition. The head was overdrawn, the 
likeness spoiled and the figure was out 
of proportion to the head. The other 
three paintings also had defects that 
told how an active brain of almost un- 
diminished power had failed to reckon 
with a rapidly failing body. 

“Conant sat with me and directed my 
work. He knew how he wanted the 
portraits to look and was able to make 
me understand the most minute details. 
As a result the pictures are as well fin- 
ished as any their creator ever did. 
“The four paintings are valued highly. 
They are insured for $15,000, and $10,000 
of this covers the Andersgn portrait 
alone. It is a big canvas, by 12 feet, 
showing Maj. Anderson, life size, stand- 
ing beside a cannon. It is copyrighted 
and probably will be purchased by the 
Jovernment for the national gallery at 
Washington. Conant’s financial affairs 
are being looked after bv his daughter, 
Mrs. Carrie Conant-Smith of New York 
City.’ 

Curator of University. 
Conant is renowned for other things 
besides his art works. ““‘Whos Who in 
America” gives him credit for estab- 
lishing the Missouri School of Mines and 
Metallurgy, of which he was director 
three years. He was a curator of the 
University of Missouri eight years, and 
was chairman of a commission under a 
United States land grant. In 1880 he 
was appointed Delegue Correspondant 
Institution Ethnographique, Paris. His 
researches in Western archa ogy are 
embodied in his books, ‘Arch: jology of 
the Missouri Valley,” which has been 
translated into many foreign languages, 
and “Footprints of Vanished Races in 
the MisMssippi Valley.” 

Among his noted paintings are ‘‘The 
Burial of De Soto,” and portraits of Gen. 
W. T. sherman, Dr. James McCosh, 
Bishop H. C. Potter, cabinet secretaries, 
and judges of the Court of Appeals and 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
besides several portraits of the men who 
were the subjects of his last four pic- 
tures. 

Conant was intimately acquainted with 
Lincoln. His first Lincoln portrait was 
painted at Springfield, Il., just after 
Lincoln had- been nominated for the 
presidexcy. Heater went to Washing- 
ton and painted a portrait of Lincoln 
as President. This friendship is the sub. 
ject of Conan’s book, “My Acquaintance 
With Abraham Lincoln.” 


Author of a Prayer. 

Conant is noted also as the author of 

a popular morning prayer for children, 

corresponding to the “Now I lay me” 

of the bed-time hour. Conant’s prayer 
is as follows: 

“T pray, thee, Lord, my soul to keep, 
And lay me down in peace to sleep. 
With grateful heart, at morn, 1 pray, 
Still keep my soul, dear Lord, today.”

The other day an impolite publication ap- 
peared on the St. Louis streets purporting to 
quote Col. Roosevelt on the subject of Gov.

‘WHAT WILSON WOULD MEAN. 

Land-wide tension awaits the verdict at Balti- 
more. :

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Is the partiality of the Baltimore gathering 
for recesses an omen of victory for the school- 
master? 
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HYDROPHOBIA GERMS DEFIED. 

Bitten by a French poodle which painstaking 
scientific tests show was unmistakably suffer- 
ing from rabies, Henry Liebel declines to take 
the Pasteur treatment developed in Paris or the 
Harris treatment developed in St. Louis or any 
other kind of treatment. It will be assumed by 
many that Henry’s indifference is due to in- 
ability to appreciate what may await him. We 
prefer to think that it is due to a sublimated, al- 
most unexampled courage in a St. Louisan which 
permits him to face defiantly a danger that is the 
more terrifying because mysterious and unseen. 

It detracts nothing from the admiration to 
which he is entitled to confess that discretion is 
the better part of even such a rare’and dauntless 
yalor as he shows, We hope he will weaken. 
Henry can make a good deal better use of his 
system than to turn it into a gladiatorial arena 
for a series of combats between his own unaided 
opsonic resistence and the hydrophobia germs. 
But if he should not weaken, it is to be hoped 
that the arena—which is Henry himself—will in- 
cur the very minimum of damage while the com- 
bats are being pulled off. Skeptical ones still 
insist that imagination plays a large part in hy- 
drophobia. In betting on his opsonic immunity, 
Henry may have been betting better than he 
knew. While we would not like to take his 
chances, St. Louis may be about to-witness a 
notable victory for strength of mind over the 
weakness of matter.

ST. LOUIS AND PANAMA. 

“What's Panama to the Middle West?” is asked 
in the Philadelphia Saturday Evening Post by A. 
C. Laut, who also answers the question In a way 
creating the suspicion that Panama is a good 
deal to the Middle West. The traffic situation 
is so described as to show most forcibly that the 
Middle West will inevitably enjoy benefits from

“Middle West” ag used in the article really 
means “St. Louis,” and an unnamed St. Louis 
man is the authority for many of the facts pre- 
sented, A condition whose importance is given 
full recognition is that the large centers of the 
Mississippi Valley ate nearer to gulf than to At- 
lantic ports. For instance, from St. Louis to New 
York is 1060 miles, but from St. Louis to New 
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tainly be utilized. The Mississippi is “not dead, 
but sleeping,” we are told, and we are given the 
pleasant assurance that it is about to ewake. 
A present saving of $18 a ton on cotton goods 
and of $22 on boots and shoes sent via the water 
route, as compared with the continental rail 
route, affords a basia for figuring on what the 
water route will mean to St. Louis when the 
canal ig available. 

River possibilities even at the present depth 
of water and the St. Louis barge line are intel- 
ligently discussed by Mr. Laut. The Panama 
waterway will offgr greater opportunities to St. 
Louis and New Orleans than perhaps to any 
other. American cities, and St, Louis at. least 
must not were those opportunities.
